from the dinell (I think) it comes, that ſa many men ' 


fince, in eucric age, haue fo wantonly beſtowed 
their time, their wits, their pennes, and ſome time 
their penfils too, eithervainely tomagnific , or vilyto 
embaſe the dignitie of women; The cauſes of which 
follic I take to be theſe, either for that generally they 
didnot know them , and then they wrote fooliſhly , 
or for that ſometime they doted on them , and then 
they praiſed immoderatly , or elfe that ſomtime they 
hated them; and then they railled furiouſly: bur there 
arc, to ratific the preſent diſcourſe and praiſe of wo+ 
men, three things, firſt Gop, by whoſe Spirit it was 
conceiued : ſecondly Bath{heba a woman, by whoſe 
mouth it was taught: thirdly, Sa/omonaman, yea the 
wiſeſt of men, by whoſe pen it was indited, thar is 
to ſay, Gov inſpired it into themother, the mother 
taught it to Salomon her ſonne . and then Salomes her 
fonne publiſht it to the world - therefore if weſpeak of 
the knowledge of a good woman, who knoweth her 
better than ſhe her ſelfe 5 who knoweth her better than 
man that liueth with. her ? yea who knoweth her ſo 
well as Gop that made her? Againe, if in this def- 
cription any thing might ſeme roo much in praiſe, it 
was not a woman, but a man that wrote it ; if any 
thing might ſceme too greuous or bourdenſome in'pre- 
cept , it was not a man, buta woman that impoſedit 
or if any thing might ſeeme either too much, or too 
little, or otherwiſe than it ſhould bee, it was neither 
man rior woman, but Gov that firſt directed it : and 


thus in one deſcription of a vertnous wife and holie 


woman ( which is not in any other author, nor yet 
elſe where in-any part of Scripture) wehauve aman, 
2 woman,:yea Gov himfſclf , andall outof one mourh 
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Roratzt. 
ſpeaking and conſpiring; She thathath earestoheare 
let her heare. 
In the tenth verſe of this Chapter, Salomen makes 
_ proclamation, Who ſhalt finde a vertaous voman? which 
yet inaporteth not (as S. Augu#inenoteth ) /nvenicads 
smpesſibiltatem , ſed difficultatem , Not as ifto find a ver- 
tnous woman were a matter of impoflibilitic, but yer 
for all that, a thing of ſome ditficultic; and therfore 
hecrieth her with her marks; She will doe her busband 
goode, audnot euill, Shee viſeth while it i yet might ; Shee 
purteth her bawds to the wheele , She ftretcheth out her han- 
des to the poore; Shee openeth her meuth with wiſedome, & c. 
Thus ſhewing {ometime what ſhee doth,. ſome- 
time what ſhe is, ſometime what ſhee is worth, and 
ſomerime what ſhe is like, as heere, She is ikea ſhip. 
Shee is indeed, and yet ſhe fcarceis, and therefore 
becauſe ſhe is ſcarce, itwas nedfull toſhow , not ovly 
what ſheis, bur alſo what fhee is like too; for how 
ſhall he finde her, that neuer ſaw her that never had 
her, that ſcarce bard of her, how ſhall he find her, bue 
by ſome ſenſible reſemblance of her ? and therefore as 
Cantic . 5 . when the Church cried her. husband, (7 
charge you , O danghters of !eruſalem, if yow find mywel- 
beloned, &c. ſhe deſcribed him by reſemblance: My 
wellbeiowed is white and ruddie , the chiefeſt of ten —_ 
his head is like gold, his eyes like dowes . his chee tes like & 
bed of ſpices, his lips are like lilies, his legges like pillers of 
werble ,cuerie thing was like ſomething ; ſoof the ver- 
tuous Foman itis ſaidheere, that ſhe islike a ſhip ; 
and Proverb. 12. ſheis like acrowne, and in the Car- 
ficles fometime like aroſe, ſometime like 2 lilie, ſome- 
time likea garden of Rowers , ſometime like a ſpring 
of waters: In a worde, ſheis: like tomany thinges, 
£51 B 2 but as 
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but as itisſaid verſ. 10. Peartes and pretious flones ar 
not like to her. 

She is like « (hip ({aith Salomon) and it may wcll be 
for the world 15 like the Sea: for ſo ſaith. S, Joby, Be- 
fore the throne there was a Sea of glaſſe. Reuclla . 4. and 
that wasthe world, tranſitoric & britile as glaſſe, tu. 
multuous and trubleſome likethe Sea, wherin as the 
wind raifeth vp the waues, & one wave wallowes in 
the necke of another, ſo this troubleſome lite of ours 
begins in weeping, - goeth on in forow, and the end of 
one woe is but the entrance of another. O what ti- 
me might a man asle io fett downe all the miferiesof 


this lite? the feare, the care, the anguiſh, that dayly - 


accompanieth the bodicand ſoule of man ; the labour 
and ſorowes certaine, the caſualities vncerraine, the 
contentions and vnquietnes of them thatliue among ys 
the ſharpe aſſaults and oppoſitions of them that hate 
vs, but chiefly the vnfaithtulnesand treacheric of them 
that ſeeme to loue vs : Againſt theſe ſtormes ro ſaue 
men from drowning did Gop ordaine the woman ,as 
a ſhip vpon the Sca, that as Noah made anc Arke,and 
by that Arke eſcaped the flood; ſo man by marrying 
with thewoman might-paſſe thorough all the labours 
of this life , vnto which doubtleſſs Gop had reſpeR, 
when he faid, [tis not 200d for man to be alone, Let vs 
make him ane helpe meet for him ; As much as to ſaya 
ſhip to ſaue him, therefore hee which hath no wife 
may ſeeme to belike 7onas in the ſea, left in themidft 
of a miſerable world to-finke or ſwim , orto ſhift for 
him ſelfe; but then comes a wife like aſhip and wafts 
him home : but ye-muſt ſtill remember that ( Salomon 
ſpeaketh here ofa good wife , as verl . 10 . Yheſball 
Fnde 4 veriaous women: . y 
or 
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Rovalle. 
For otherwiſe if ſhe which was made to comfort in 
euerie ſtorme be ſtormic and troubleſome her ſclte , 
then is ſhe not like a ſhip, but like the Sea, and then 
to. bee ſo ſhipt, it were better with Joxas to be caſt 
into the Sca .' 
But if ſhe be good, ſhe is likea ſhip in deed, &to 
nothing ſo like as to a ſhip , for thetirs artheſterne,& 
by diſcretion, as by Card and Compaſle ſhapes her 
courſe; her countenance & conuerſation are balaſlſed 
with ſobcrnes and grauitie her failes are full of wind 
as if ſome wiſedome from aboue had inſpyred or blo- 
wne vpon her; ſhe ſtandeth intheſhrowds, and caſt- 
erh out her leade, and when ſhehath ſounded, ſhee r.Saw. 1. 
tclleth ( as I1rchol to David) of deepe and danger, Chepir: vero 
It by default ſhe be grounded, ſhe caſteth out her jofaa, =» 
Ankers (as Rahab did ) and by winding Of herlſelſe, Cha ,21 YG 
ſhe gets a floare againe. If ſhe ſpie within her ken- 
ning, any trouble to bee nigh, cither ſhe makes for- 
ward if ſhe finde herſelfe able, or elſe with Pilats yg oy 
wife ſhe ſers faile a way ; ſhe comands & countermids Chap 49 .,v. 
each man to his charge, ſome to their trakling, ſome 
to the maſt, ſome to the maine top, as if ſhe & none 
but ſhe were Captaine,owner, & Maiſter ofthe ſhip 
and yet ſhe is not Maiſter , but the Maiſters Mate ; a 
Royall ſhip ſhe is, for the King him fſelfe rakes plea- 
ſure in her beautic: Pſal . 45 . and if ſhee bee a Mer- 
chants too, then is ſhe the Merchant royall . 
Againe, as ſhee is likeaſhip confideredin her ſelf 
and in her proper vertues, fois ſhee likewayile , -be- 
ing compared with her owner too; She is like a ſhip- 
indeed, for firſt whoſocuer marries , ventures ;hexen 
tures his eſtate, hee ventures . his peace, hee ventures 


| his libertie,, yea many menby marriage adventure 
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their ſoules too; for which cauſe the Iſraclites were 
forebidden ro match their daughters with the Cana- 
nites , Iſt hey ſhould turne chem from Gop toſer- 
ue other gods; Dext 7 . which Salomon not withſtan- 
ding did, and therefore made ( as ſome men thought ) 
a ſhrewde aduenture of his ſoule, And therefore ( cuen 
to preuent too much aduenture likewiſe ) is marriage 
compared toa ſhip, which of al artificiall creatures, 
is moſt deliberative, for ſheſailes not, but by foun- 
ding ,leaſt by her vaheedines ſherun herſelfe aground: 
In likemaner , netheir man nor woman willat any ti - 
me (if they bee wiſe) refolue citherof marriage, or 
any thing in marriage but vpon the weightieſt deli- 
beration . Heis ſer our for theImage ofa foole that 
ſaid, Fillam emi oc. 1 hanebocht « farme , and I mnſl 
weedesgoe and ſer it , forhec ſhould haue ſeene ir firſt 
and bought ir after, as it ſaidof thevertuous woman 
here , Sheconſidereth afiel4 + gers it , verl 10 .thatis, ſhe 
thinkes of it firſt , and makes her purchaſe after; and 
when either man or woman forget this in marriage, 
thcy purchaſe joy enough for the day of their marr - 
age, & repentance enough for all their lyfe-time after, 
Itis (aid of Tephraes daughter, Tudsg . 11 . that ſhewent- 
ont to bewaile the dayes of her wirginitie ; bur in tructh, 
many mens daughters may goe outto bewaile the 
daycsof their marriage , yea and many men too look 
Exod. 14, back toſinglelife, as the Egyptians in the redſealoo- 
kedbacke to thelande, and fo they are puniſht with 

late repentance, like thoſe fooliſh mariners. A . 27, 

who, becauſe they tooke notcounſel{in the heauen, 

were forced to aduiſe ypon 2 wracke : andwhat is the 

\caufſe of this? Tack of forecaſt, becauſe they ſound nor;

poſition, in religon : and therfore as Saloworn faicth 
of vowing, ſo ſay we of marying, Fenot raſh with thy 
monh ; but ſound firſt & faile after, that is, deliberat 
firſt, and marrie after”, 

Againe, ſhe is like a ſhip for her vniucrſale vfe : A 
houſe is indeed to dwell in , but not to trauile in, bur 
a ſhip is both torrauell in,and as it were to dwell in 
r00 ,tocat to drink, and {lcepe, and labour, & me- 
ditate, & pray too, as ifto bee in a ſhip-were to bee 
in another Earth the water. world: In like maner a 
man hath a friend for pleaſure a ſeruant forprofir, & 
forvies to Gov-ward a ſpirituall inſtruRtor too , but 
a wife ſerues for all theſe, that is , for pleaſure, for 
profit, and (itſhe be good ) to bring\her husband ro 
good roo , 

Azaine, of al! theſeſame 7renſile , (T meane of 
moucable inſtruments.) a ſhip is the ugeſt and grea- 
teſt, and yer commanded ( as ye fee ) by thehelmeor 
ſterne,a {mall peece of wood ; So ought the wife 
( thougha great commander in the houſe ) yet to be tur- 
ned and ruled bya word of her husband. Salomen 
ſaith not, ſhe islike a houſe ( as many women be, as 
= remoue a houſe, as to diſfwade or weane them 
rom their wils ) bur like a ſhip; nor like Yaſhti the wi- 
fe of Aſſaerns, whom all the power of the kingdome 
could not moue to come to her husband. no not the 
King himſelfe, Efer 7 . but ſhe muſt follow her huſ.. 
band, as the Iſraelites followed the cloudie piller in 
the wildernes, which when it ſtood, they ſtaied”,and 
when it went they followed , and ſo muſt ſhee. - 

Laſtly, leſt any mandoar too much vpon this hea- 
ucnly ſhip of earthly joyes, we muſt remember, that 
_ 
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as aſhip is nota place of continuall habitation , bur 
only for paſſage, ſo is the ſocietie ofthe wife, though 
comfortable , and joyfull for the time; yer laſting 
onely for a time, a helpe to hold him vp & comfort 
him, during this tranſitorie, ſhort, and croubleſome 
pilgrimage ; but then there is another, a happier, a 
more laſting mariage with the Lambe, which neither 
departure, divorce, nor death can feparate, and for 
this we muſt forſake father , mother, wife, - children, 
p_ lands, & c . for this the Jiuirg muſt renounce 
is life, the King muſt leaue his crowne, the Bride- 
grome muſt leauchis Bride, and the Bride muſt leaue 
hir bed, becauſe for this the Saints doc cric, Come 
Lord teſus , come quickly . 

Bur as the ſaying is in the ſchooles , Similitudo yew 
currit quatuor pedibus : Many things may be like, yer 
nothing like inall things . Therefore thougha woman 
in many things be like a ſhip, yetin ſome thing ſhe 
muſt be vnlike, and ſome qualities of a ſhip ſhe muſt 
not have. As for example, one ſhip may belong to 
many Merchants , & one Merchant may be ownerin 
many ſhips ; yet neither may one woman diuide her 
loue tomany men, nor one mandivide himſclfe to 
many women; therefore Zamech ſpake with great in. 
congruitie ,yeait was like falſe Latin when he ſaid, 
Heare yee wines of Lamech , Genel, 4, 2 3 . for wiues ad- 
mit no pluralitic, when they bee conſtrued with one 
husband, becauſe (asthe Prophetſaith )rhough God 
at the firſt hed abowndance of ſpirit, yet hee made but one 
Mala. 2, but one woman of one rib, for the helpe &% 
comfort of one man . | ( 

Secondly, ne genes which men poſſeſſe , only 
a ſhip catinotbe houſed + A man hath a ſhop-far his 
E T1 wares 
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wares , abarnefor his corne, a cheſtfor his mon&y , & a 
houſe wherein to hide his head, butno caſe to coner a 
ſhip; but ſomuſt nota vertuous woman. bbe , foritis a 
note of thevnchaſt womz, that her feet cannot abide in hey 
houſe, but now [he 6 without, nowin the {'reet,ch lies mwaiteat 
every corner,Pro.7.11.12.50as who lo ſeeth herſeeth her 
alwaies gadding,that hee may falute her, as menſaluteat 
ſea , Whitherare ye bound? Bur Racheland Leahare no- 
redto bee in the houſe while 7acob was abroadein the 
field, Genef.3 1.onely Dinah was ſtragler,and ſet vp faile 
to Shichem , but ſhe came home with ſhame, and made 
an ill voyage. 

Thirdly, a ſhip of all things is moveable, and carried 
with the winde ; but ſo muſt not a good woman be, for 
of the ill woman itis ſaid, Proverb.y. Her paths are mouea. 
ble, thoacanſt not know them : She is inconſtant, lighe 
headed, and vaine, now ſhe loues,anon ſhe hates , now 
ſheobeies, anon ſhee rebels, gentle and kinde to day, 
crookedand vnkinde to morow ; for ſhee ſailes but by 
guſts, that all her goodnefſſe takes her by fits, like the 
good daics of an ague: and whereas Ruth ſhewed more 


goodnes at herlatterend thanat her beginning, an ill ** zz 


wifcſheweth more goodneſſe in one day of her begin- 
ning, than in ſeuer! yeeres of herlattercnd : therefore 
ſuch muſt remember whar Salomon faith of the good wo.. 
man here, ſhegirde1th her loynes with ſtrength, thatis , her 
minde with ſtaiednes ang conſtancie, ver.1r7.and verl.12* 
more plainely, She will doe her hushand good , and not evill, 
all the daies of her hfe, that is , ſhee is as obedient and tra- 
Qableaftertwentie yeeres triall , as at the day ofher ma- 
riage. 
Bur of all qualities a woman muſt not haue one quali- 
tic ofa ſhip, andthatis, toomuch rigging , Oh what 
| C. a won 
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wonderit is to ſce a ſhip vnderfaile, withher tackling, 
and her maſts, and her tops , and top gallants, with #4 
ypper deckes, and her nether deckes , and ſo bedeckt; 
with her {treames, flagges, and cnſtgnes , and I knowe 
not what ; yea but a world of wonders it is to ſee a wo- 
man createdin Gods image fo miſcreate oft times and 
deformed , with her French , her Spaniſh , and her foo. 

liſh faſhions, that hee that made her when hee lookes y- 
pon her ſhall hardly knowe her, with her plumes, her 
fannes, and afilken vizard, witharuffelikea faile, yea 
a ruſfe like a rainebow , with a feather in her caplike a 
flagin hertopp,totell (I thinke) which way the winde 
will blowe . Eſay made a proffer in the third of his pro- 
phecie to ſet out by enumeration the ſhop of theſe ya. 
nities, Their bonnetrs, and their bracelets, and their ta- 
blets, their ſlippers, and their mufflers, their vales, their 
wimples , and their criſping pinnes ; offome whereof if 
one ſhould fay tome as Philip ſometime ſaid to the Exy- 
nuch , Fnderſtandeſt then wohat thou readeſt 2 AR. s. I 
might anſwere with the Eunuch againe, How can 1 with. 
out 4 enide? thatis , vnleſſe ſome Gentlewoman would 
comment on the text . But Eſay was then , and weare 
now ; nowthatfancie hath multiplied ehetexr of faſhi- 
'ons with the time;fo as what was then bur a ſhop, is now 
increafed to a ſhip of vanities. But what ſairhthe Scrip 
ture?T be Kines daughter is all glorious within, Pal. 45.and 
as ſhips whichare the faireſt in ſhew, yer arc notalwaics 
the fitteſt for vic, ſo neither are women the more to 
bee eſteemed, but themore tobee ſuſpected for their 

faire trappings. 

Yet wecondemne not in greater perſonages the vſe of 
"ornaments; yea wee teach that ſiluer, filkes, and gold 
were created not onely forthe neceſlitic,butallo forthe 
| : OIna- 
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ornament of the Saints, in the praiſe whereof Rebecah 
aholy woman js noted to haue recciued from 1/aat a ho- 
ly maneuencarings, abilliments, and bracclets of gold. 
Genel. 24. Therefore this it is wee teach for rules of 
Chriſtian ſobrietie, that ifa woman exceede neither de- 
cencie in f.ſhion, northe limits of herſtate anddepree, 
and thatſhe bee proudof nothing, wee ſee noreaſoun,. 
but ſhe may weareany thing. | | 
It followeth: She & like a ſhip. But what ſhip? a ſhip 
of Merchants; no doubt a great. commendation. For the 
Kingdome of heauen is likea Merchant, Mar. 13. and 
Merchants haue bin Princes, Eſay 23. and Princes are 
Govs, Pſal. #2. The Merchant is of all menthe moſt la- 
borious for his life, the moſt aduentrous in his labour, 
the moſt peaceable vpon the ſea, the moſt profitable to 
theland,yea the Merchant is the combination & vnion 
oflands and countries.She i like «ſhip of Merchants;therc- 
fore firſt to bee reckoned (as ye ſee) among the Laiticz 
not likea fiſhermans boate; notlike S. Peters ſhip,for 
Chriſt did call no ſhe Apoſtles. Indeed itis commenda- 
ble in a woman when ſhe is able by her wiſedome toin- 
tru herchildren, andto giue at opportunities good 
counſel! ro her husband: but when women fhall rake 
vpon the ( as many doe) to build Churches,& to chalke 
aut diſcipline for the Church,this is neithet commenda 
ble,nor tolerable, for her hads (ſaith Silowon)mu# handle, 
the ſpindle,verl.

Againe, the Merchantis a profitable ſhip, to teach 
a wife inall things to endeuour her husbands proſite 
but many women are like water- pageants, made onely 
for ſhew, like piures ina table, gvod for nothing bur 
to pleaſe the eye, no longer tobe liked than they be loo- 
kedon, yea ſo vnprofitable & diſſolute in the houſe, as 
no man would thinkethe to be wiues, but thatat meales 
hee findes them fitting at the vpper end of the table: 
whereasof the good wife it isfaid hcere, that ſhewill doe 
ber husband goed, and not enill, verl, 12. 

A gaine, the Merchant isa painfull ſhipp,and ſhe 
muſt beea painfull wife; not like a running Pinnaceto 
Skoure from coaſt to coaſt, from houſeto houſe,as many 
Athenian women do, who giue themſelues to nothing, 
but idly and wantonly to heare and tellnewes; for hee 
that hath ſucha wife may thinke himſelfe married to an 
Intelligencer, whereas S. Pau{/aduiſeth ſuch buſicbodi- 
es to gouerne there owne houſes, 1, Tim.s. as if inter- 
medling, with other mens did make them idle in theis 
owne. 

Againe; being like a Merchants ſhip, that is, hee be- 
ing the Merchant and (he the ſhip, ſhe muſt needs con- 
clude ſhe was madeforhim, andtherfore a ſhip of traf. 
fiqueto enrichhim,butnota pirate to ſpoile & rob him; 
Toſpoile and robzas ifa woman could robbe her hus- 
band?

I heare what is faid tothat purpoſe from the mouth of 
Exe VVe eate ofthe ſuite of the trees of the garden, 
Genef.

Secondly, the whole world was giuen to Alam 
before Exe was made, fo as hers was but an after gifte, 
and if ſhe haueany tenure at all, ſhee holds in Caprte, 
ſhc harh no title butby her husband : ſhe therefore that 
andvſu:peih abſolute authoritieinthe houſe, is no Mer- 
chant, but a pirate to the Merchant. 

Laſtly,ſheis like a Merchants ſhip that is, a friendly 
fellow and peaceable companion tohim, but nota man 
of warre to contend with him. For he that made herne 
uer built her for battaile ſure ; ſhe was builtfor peace, 8 
not for war,for Merchiis,weepe to think of warre ther- 
fore ſhe muſt nor for cuery angrie word of her husband 
berake her ſelfe into the gunne-roome ſtraighr & there 
tothunder, to charge & diſcharge vpon him with broad 
words, or as marinersſay at ſea,to taxne*the broad fide 
like Zipporah the wife of Moſes, to rate vpon him, Thow 
art indeed a bloudie hisband, Exod 44. this isnoſhippeof 
Merchants this is the Spite, Ithinke : andthereforeno 
marueile,if many mea thus ſhipt doe wif themſclue:a 
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ſhore, and that vntimely death might take ſuch a wyfe 
fora prize. When Eliezer went a wooing for 1ſaac his 
maſters ſonne, the triall by which hee propoſed to 
prooueca fit wifefor aac was this hat if (faith hee) when 
1 ſay to a maide,iue mee drinke, ſhe ſay againe, Drinke, and [ 
will giue thy Camels alſo, ſhee without more adoe ſhouid 
bee a wife for 1/aac, Genel, 24.that is, as T heodoret: expo- 
undeth it, It ſhe were gentle; notlike that woman Joh-4 
Chriſt asked her water and ſhe called him lew: Hows it 
that thous tew ackeft water of me a Samaritane: For though 
there bee many finnes incident to women ( as there bee 
(to ſpeake vnpartially )as many to men )yetno viceina 
woman ſo vnwomanly as this; yetif 44am had been fu- 
rious the matter had bin lefſe, for he was made of earth, 
the mother of iron and ſteele, thee murthering mertals: 
but the woman ſhethat was made of ſorendermertall to 
become ſo terrible, the weaker veſſellſo ftrog in paſſion. 
yea to looke ſo faire and ſpeakeſo foule,what a contrari- 
ctie is this ? There was great reaſon ſure to compare a 
good woman toa ſnaile, notonly for her ſilence & con- 
tinuall keeping of her houſe,burallo for a certaine com- 
mendabletimorouſnes of her nature, which at the leaſt 
ſhaking ofthe aire ſhrinkes back into her ſhel;8 ſo ought 
the wife to do,if her husband bur ſpeak to play all hid & 
vnder hatches, and to put outa flag oftruceas .Abizaill 
didto David, & to ſay to her.husbid, as Rachelto her, fa- 
ther Let not my Lord be angrie, Gen, 31. Likealilie awoneg 
thornes ((aith Salom7)ſs ts my loue amag the daughters, Ci- 
tic.2, Likealilic firſt, notlike anercle: againe likealilie a- 
 mong thornes, as ſhewing patience in the ſoreſt prouo- 
cation. Sarah indeede was peaceable, and ſo were many

Andrthere thall 
more true honor grow to you by ſuch patience, than if

Againe, as hcis not the beſt Merchant to the Com- 
mon-wealth which bringeth in royes and trifles, buthee 
which bringeth in ſuch things as beſt may ſerue ne- 
ceſſitie; ſoneitheris ſheealwaies the beſt wife which is 
moſt adorned with trigkes and qualities, butſhethar en- 
deuqureth moſt to that which is moſtneceſſarie . And 
Ithinke ſurely thatbread is expreſlely named here, as '0
